It is the determination of the authori­ 
ties here that Klein shall he treated 
only as a member of the state f o r c e s 
who has been accused of a crime of 
which he is presumed to he innocent. I

has been relieved of duty and General 
Young has assumed charge of that sec­ 
tion. 
General Foster will retain com- I 
mand of the West section, with head- ! 
quarters at the armory. 
Fear att I terror prevail in the homes 
of Springfield negroes. 
The departure 
of two regiments of infantry Wednes­ 
day and the announcement that two 
m ere organizations will he sent home 
caused consternation among the col­ 
ored residents.

those soldiers go away,’’ they said, 
and delegations were hastily organized 
and sent to the state, county and city 
officials to protest against a relaxation 
of the military regime. 
The efforts 
of the authorities to quiet this feeling 
were only partially successful and in 
many a humble home there was no 
sleep before dawn. 
Every footfall or challenge of a sen- j 
try sent quivers of alarm among the 
anxious watchers. 
Scores of the terror-stricken blacks 
sought refuge in the arsenal. 
Early 
in the evening almost twice as many 
applications for shelter had been re­ 
ceived there as on previous nights 
and about 300 negroes curled up in the 
coFhers of the balcony sleeping on 
the floor or curled up in chairs. 
T he exodus of negroes, which had 
begun to abate, was renewed. 
Trains 
and trolley cars were used by those 
fortunate enough to possess a little 
money, but many of the unfortunates 
took to the road, tramping across the 
country in a drizzling rain until ex 
haustion forced them to seek rest in { 
corn fields or in wood lots. 
The chil- 
Iren and aged who were driven to the ' 
open, suffered severely and it is feared 
that many of them will succumb to I 
the hardships.

time for painting. 


4. 
A house needs its protective coat of paint more in the winter 
months than at any other time. 
A house in need of painting should 
never be allowed to go over the winter without this protection. 


5. 
It is easier to keep the w inter’s moisture and dampness out by 
applying a coat of paint in the fall, when the surface is dry, than it is 
to get moisture or dampness out of the wood if you want to apply a coat 
of paint in the spring.

NEGROES GREATLY ALARMED 


Pear T h a t Remaining Force of Troops 


Is 
Not 
Sufficient 
to 
Restrain the 


Lawless Elem ent in the Illinois City. 


Seek Refuge in the Arsenal. 


Springfield, 111., Aug. 20.—Only two 
regim ents of state troops will be re ­ 
tained In Springfield hereafter. 
At a 
conference in the governor’s office It 
was decided to release the Second In­ 
fantry from riot duty, In addition to 
the Third and Fifth regiments, whose 
departure has been scheduled to follow 
the release of the First and Fourth 
regim ents. 
T he troops th at will re­ 
m ain 
on 
guard 
here 
will 
be 
the 
Seventh infantry and eight troops of 
the F irst cavalry. 
The conference w'as between Gen­ 
eral E. C. Young and Governor De- 
neen. 
T he former pointed out that 
with conditions in their present satis­ 
factory state the expense of keeping 
the large body of troops here is use­ 
less and asserted that one regim ent of 
infantry and one of cavalry could take 
care of any riotous dem onstrations 
that m ay arise. 
Plans were completed for the deliv­ 
ery to the civil authorities of Joseph 
B. Klein, the Chicago private of Com­ 
pany A, First infantry, who stabbed 
Earl Nelson with a bayonet at K an­ 
kakee while the regiment 
was 
en 
route to Springfield. 
The surrender of 
Klein will be m ade according to mili­ 
tary 
regulations iii such instances, 
Company L of the Third infantry be­ 
ing detailed as an escort for the pris­ 
oner. 
Every effort will be made to see that 
Klein is not subjected,to any indignity 
at 
K ankakee. 
Captain 
H arry 
B. 
Cham bers of General Young’s staff has 
been ordered to accompany the party 
to K ankakee as a representative of 
the national guard, and Judge D. G. 
Thompson will represent the attorney 
general’s departm ent. 
Klein will be 
escorted to the jail by soldiers and 
th ere formally turned over to the lo­ 
cal civil authorities. 
As soon as this 
has been accomplished Judge Thom p­ 
son will move for Klein’s release on 
bail, Colonel Sanborn of the First regi­ 
m ent having begun arrangem ents for 
this step on his arrival in Chicago. 


Presumed to Be Innocent. 


It is the determ ination of the authori­ 
ties here that Klein shall be treated 
only as a m em ber of the state forces 
who has been accused of a crim e of 
which he is presumed to be innocent. 
General Wells, who has been in com­ 
mand of the East section of the city, ! 
has been relieved of duty and General 
Young has assumed charge of that sec­ 
tion. 
General Foster w’ill retain com­ 
m and of the W est section, with head­ 
quarters at the armory. 
Fear and terror prevail in the homes 
of Springfield negroes. 
The departure 
of twTo regim ents of infantry W ednes­ 
day and the announcem ent that two 
m ere organizations will be sent home 
caused consternation among the col­ 
ored residents. 
“The mob will be here sure if 
those soldiers go away,” they said, 
and delegations w ere hastily organized 
and sent to the state, county and city 
officials to protest against a relaxation 
of the m ilitary regime. 
T he efforts 
of the authorities to quiet this feeling 
were only partially successful and in 
many a humble horn#' there was no 
sleep before dawn. 
Every footfall or challenge of a sen­ 
try sent quivers of alarm among the 
anxious watchers. 
Scores of the terror-stricken blacks 
sought refuge in the arsenal. 
Early 
in the evening almost twice as many 
applications for shelter had been re­ 
ceived there as on previous nights 
and about 300 negroes curled up in the 
e th e r s of the balcony sleeping on 
the floor or curled up in chairs. 
The exodus of negroes, which had 
begun to abate, was renewed. 
Trains 
and trolley cars were used by those 
fortunate enough to possess a little 
money, but many of the unfortunates 
took to the road, tramping across the 
country in a drizzling rain until ex­ 
haustion forced them to seek rest in 
corn fields or in wood lots. 
The Chil­ 
t o n and aged w’ho were driven to the 
open, suffered severely and it is feared 
that many of them will succumb to 
the hardships. 
Adjutant General Scott insists that 
there is no good ground for the fear 
of the negroes. 


HAYES RETURNS HOME. 


W inner of Marathon Race A rrives In 
New York. 
New York, Aug. 20.—”1 have noth 
tng to say against the way the English 
people treated us,” said John J. Hayes, 
w inner of the M arathon race at the 
Olympic gam es, upon his arrival here 
on the steam er Oceanic. 
H ayes’ view 
of the treatm ent given the American 
team of athletes at the games iii Lon­ 
don was echoed by J. F. Halstead, the 
Cornell runner, who was also a pas 
senger on the Oceanic. 
That there 
were grounds for complaint by Ameri­ 
cans was adm itted by both athletes, 
but neither believed that the team 
from this country was intentionally 
discriminated against by anybody con­ 
nected with the conduct of the sports 
in the Stadium. 
H ayes got a reception at the pier 
from a party of friends who had as­ 
sembled to greet him. 
He was asked 
at once about the Marathon and In 
discussing the race he said: 
“They thought before the race that 
the Englishm en w ere the only ones 
that had a chance and they naturally 
were a great deal disappointed when 
they did not win. 
Morrissey was the 
only American who w-as mentioned be­ 
fore the race as having any show at 
all. 
I don’t know' anything about the 
assisting of Dorando across the line. 
He was disqualified on the testimony 
of the judges. 
I, myself, did not have 
to m ake any protest.” 
Hayes did not care to say anything 
about the incidents connected with 
the aw arding of the prizes, which have 
occasioned discussion. 


VIEWS OF CASTRO. 


Fran kly Expressed by the President 


of Venezuela. 
Caracas, Aug. 20.— “To create diplo­ 
m atic agents for th e purpose of hum ­ 
bling weak nations, is anomalous and 
counteractive,” is President C astro’s 
frank opinion of diplomatic relations 
as recently expressed in an interview. 
He surely has been consistent in wag­ 
ing a w7ar on those who he thought 
were trying to humble him. 
Holland 
Is the fourth power, which, during the 
past few' years, has severed all friend­ 
ly relations writh Venezuela. 
The American government has now- 
gone even one step farther in com- 
pletly suppressing the consular agency 
at Caracas, a very unexpected action, 
inasmuch as Caracas business houses 
have been greatly inconvenienced by- 
being obliged now to dispatch their 
hides, coffee and cocoa through the 
consulate at 
La Guayra. 
Thus the 
capital 
of 
Venezuela, 
w here 
there 
ought to be a consul general, is today 
entirely without consular representa­ 
tion. 
John 
Brewer, 
late 
consular 
agent, rem ains here as guardian of 
the archives of the closed legation. 
Alarmists take it for granted that this 
latest move from W ashington is only 
one more indication of the coming of 
a more serious rupture.

Minneapolis, Aug. 20.—John Gluek, 
a wealthy Minneapolis brewer, and his 
wife were Instantly killed at Cottage- 
wood, Lake Minnetonka, in a collision 
between their automobile and a train 
on the Minneapolis and St. Louis rail­ 
way. 
Mr. Gluek and his party were 
en route to the city and at the rail­ 
road crossing near Cottagewood their 
automobile was caught on the track 
by the train and hurled against a 
small station at one side.

THE POLITICAL POT 
The political pot has commenced to 
simmer and while it is not expected to 
get to the boiling point for some time 
it will finally reach that stage even if 
the indications now are for a moderate | 
campaign. 
Candidates who are to con­ 
test for nomination at 
the prim ary 
election art1 getting busy and several 
have already filed. 
Those who contem ­ 
plate getting into the game will have 
to do so soon as A ugust 2(>th is the last j 
day that filings can be made for the 
primary election, and no names will be 
added to the ticket after that date. 
The law provides th at the filings for 
the primaries shall be m ade20 days be- J 
fore the prim ary election, the date of 
which is Tuesday, Septem ber 15th. 
The cost of tiling, according to the 
law governing th at point, has been 
amended, and according to the attorney 
general the apparent meaning of the j 
amended law is th a t candidates should 
pay $10 instead of $20. 
According to 
the decision office seekers must pay $10 
each for tiling for the primary which j 
sum will also entitle the winners to 
have their names placed on the ballot 
for the general election without addi­ 
tional expense. 
Legislative candidates 
however will have to pay $20 as a fil­ 
ing fee. 
The legislative candidates in this dis­ 
trict now num ber five and all are from 
Morrison county, 
and it is expected 
th at the contest for two house posi­ 
tions will be confined entirely to M orri­ 
son county gentlem en. 
I. VV. Boucle 
and Milo N. Young, the present mem­ 
bers of the legislature, are candidates 
before the people for 
renomination, 
the latter gentlem an having served one 
term and the form er three. 
The con­ 
test to displace the present members 
is a friendly one and it has not been 
charged that their records are unsatis­ 
factory, but with the advent of the 
three other candidates, E. A. Kling, C. 
W. Bouck and L. D. 
Brown, 
the out­ 
come is uncertain and the lines have 
not yet been so closely drawn as to al­ 
low of picking the winners with any de­ 
gree of certainty. 
There will be no contest in the dis­ 
trict for m em ber of congress and the 
name of C. A. Lindbergh, the present 
congressman, will be the only one on 
the primary ballot for the republican 
nomination, and from present indica­ 
tions there will be no democratic can­ 
didate pitted against him at the elec­ 
tion.

power at International Falls: 
“The Backus-Brooks interests at In­ 
ternational Falls have sold their water 
power holdings at “ the fall" to Eastern 
capital, and it is understood that the 
development hereafter will be by capi­ 
tal furnished by the steel interests. 
“ W. H. Cook, president of the Du­ 
luth, Rainy Lake and Winnipeg road, 
has sent word to the Minneapolis lum­ 
ber interests to the effect that work 
would begin at once by the use of 600 
men, looking to the completion of works 
that would produce 30,000-horsepower 
within a year. This, it is understood, 
will be followed by the quick comple­ 
tion of sohie new railroad lines in that 
district. 
“ It is understood by those who have 
followed matters in that locality that 
the Backus-Brooks company will con­ 
centrate its efforts upon the comple­ 
tion of a mammoth paper and pulp 
plant on the American side at Interna­ 
tional Falls. Pulp wood is plenty in 
that locality and the mill is to be finished 
by the time the power is ready to be 
delivered. The plant will have a capa­ 
city of 500 tons of paper a day. 
“The advices also claim that to off­ 
set the huge paper mill on this side the 
Ogilvie Milling company, of Winnipeg, 
is to build a flour mill with a capacity 
of 20,000 barrels a day at Fort Frances 
on the Canadian side of Rainy river. 
Elevators will be built and 
wheat 
ground in transit. All these develop­ 
ments are some of the things that led 
the Minneapolis real estate board to 
take its trip to the Rainy lake country 
in order to investigate the situation 
and see what could be done toward 
making that market tributary to Min­ 
neapolis. ’’

Sydney, N. S. W., Aug. 20.—A thin 
veil of smoke on the horizon signalled 
to the watchers on the coast the ap 
proach of the American warships and 
official notification was sent out that 
the fleet had been sighted.

No Other Name Presented. 
No other name was considered by 
the convention. 
When the demonstration had been 
i in progress for an hour and five min­ 
utes, Frank A. Day telephoned Govern­ 
or Johnson at the state capitol, and 
I informed him of what the convention 
was doing. 
At that time the delegates 


I were still marching around the hall be- 
i hind a huge banner on which was a 
picture of Johnson, and the cheering 
was vociferous. 
The governor, reply­ 
ing to his secretary, said he was deep­ 
ly touched by the tribute of affection 
to him, but added that his determina 
lion to keep out of the race was un­ 
shaken. 
His refusal to accept the nomination 
had no effect, on the convention, how­ 
ever. 
The governor would not give out for 
publication what he would do in the 
matter, but the fact that he wanted 
to “think it over” in the face of his 
previous declarations that he would

Things had been framed 
up to give Hennepin county this hon­ 
or and A. B. Choate was to make the ; 
nominating speech, but when the roll I 
call of the counties was started, Ait- 1 
kin,

through its chairman, that it had no 
candidate to offer but would defer to 
Ramsey county. 
A buzz of excitement went around 
the hall, followed by tense suspense 
as Mayor D. W. Lawler of St. Paul 
erose from his place in the Ramsey 
delegation and ascended the steps to 
the stage. 
The moment was fraught 
with the keenest expectation. 
It was 
the crisis of the convention. 
A nervous thrill ran through the 
vast hall as Mayor Lawler faced the 
delegates and in a deep, sonorous 
voice that reached every part of the 
hall and filled the auditorium with its 
volume of tone, said:
